The  Big  Red  were  ranked  15th  in  the  nation 
among  Div.  Ill  schools,  a  reflection  of  a  very 
good  season  highlighted  by  outstanding 
coaching  and  spirited  play  on  the  part  of  the 
team.  Outstanding  plays  became  typical  as- 
pects of  the  Big  Red's  game.  In  the  game 
against  the  Allegheny  Gators,  the  winning 
touchdown  came  on  a  perfect  pass  from  tail- 
back Chris  Spriggs  to  wingback  Dave  O'Con- 
nor in  the  Gator  endzone  with  1:42  left  in  the 
game,  to  give  Denison  a  28-24  victory.  The  Big 
Red  destroyed  the  Lords  of  Kenyon  College  in 
the  1986  Homecoming  game,  holding  them  to 
137  total  yards  and  sacking  the  Kenyon  quar- 
terback six  times,  while  pounding  out  three 
turnovers,  to  walk  away  with  a  36-0  victory. 

Outstanding  performances  like  that  were 
typical  of  the  Big  Red  season. 


Football  is  definitely  alive  and  well  here  at  Denison. 
The  Big  Red  marched  to  another  succesfull  year  as 
Denison's  gridiron  heroes.  Led  by  head  coach  Keith 
Piper,  the  Big  Red  were  underfeated  and  nationally 
ranked  in  1985,  fielding  a  squad  that  boasted  21 
seniors  in  it's  lineup.  This  years  talented  team  was 
mainly  composed  of  first-time  starters,  and  had  to 
pull  together  quickly  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the 
season,  a  process  that  was  still  in  progress  when 
they  met  DePauw  in  the  season  opener.  An  offense 
still  somewhat  unfamiliar  with  Keith  Piper's  much 
lauded  single  wing  formation  was  unable  to  move  the 
ball  effectively  enough  to  get  it  into  the  end  zone  and 
the  Big  Red  went  down  to  a  0-20  loss,  their  first  and 
last  defeat  of  the  season.  The  Big  Red  went  to  nine 
straight  wins,  taking  the  NCAC  championship  title 
with  a  perfect  6-0  record. 


Denison  gridders  Chris  Spriggs  (senior  running 
back),  Darren  Slattery  (senior  center),  and  Dan 
Holland  (junior  nose  guard)  were  named  first  team 
members  of  the  NCAA  Divison  III  All-America 
Football  Team,  the  first  time  in  Denison  history 
that  three  players  achieved  first  team  All-Ameri- 
can  honors  in  one  season.  Each  of  them  has  some 
impressive  stats:  Chris  Spriggs  in  1986  rushed  for 
a  total  of  1,854  yards;  Dan  Holland  racked  up  56 
solo  tackles,  and  Darren  Slattery  at  center 
snapped  the  ball  an  average  of  4  1/2  yards  on 
every  play  1,347  times  without  a  single  error.  Per- 
formance like  that,  combined  with  the  coaching  of 
Piper  and  talented  players  all  around  has  made 
the  Big  Red  a  formidable  and  outstanding  team.
